Vance Vows U.S. Will Press East on Rights 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (NYT). 
Secretary of State Cjrvs Vance 
pledged today thet the United 
States would press the Sortet 
Union and its allies to carry out 
all provisions of the Helsinki 
accords, including the contro- 
versial human rights clauses, at 
the East-West review conference 
in Belgrade this fall. 

Testifying before the special 
joint Congressional~White House 
watchdog commission on the 1975 
agreements, known formally as 
the Helsinit Final Act, Mr. Vance 
said, “We seek full implementa- 
tion of all the commitments con- 
tained in the Helsinki Final Act. 

“The freer flow of people and 
ideas is as important to long-term 
security and cooperation as, for 
example, advance notice of major 
military maneuvers,” he said. 

Simultaneously with Mr. Vance's 
appearance, the White House 
released President Carter's ns- 
sessment for the panel of how 
the accords have been carried 
out in the last six months.

In Supreme Court Decision 


Mandated Execution of Police Killers Banned 


By Robert Siner 

WASHINGTON, June 6 (IAT. 
~—A divided Supreme Court today 
struck down state laws that man- 
date the death penalty for the 
murder of a police officer. 

In a 5-to-4 decision, the court 
held that such Jaws denied juries 
any “meaningful opportunity for 
consideration of mitigating fac- 

In a short, unsigned opinion, 
the court said that, while “there 
is 2 special interest in affording 
protection to these public servants 
who regularly must risk their 
lives in order to guard the safety 
of other persons and property,” 
nevertheless, “it is incorrect to 
suppose that no mitigating cir- 
cumstances can exist when the 
victim is a police officer." . 

The court noted, however, that 
it was not ruling today on the 
question of a mandatory death 
penalty for prisoners serving life 
sentences who murder prison 
guards. In a ruling last year 
upholding the constitutionality of 
the death penalty under certain 
conditions, the court fond that 
ταὶς kind of crime was “a unique 
Problem that may justify 2 man- 
Gatory law.”

Φ A spacecraft to be laumched 
in 1985 to orbit Saturn and send 
down two probes, one to study the 
Planet's atmosphere, the other to 
examine the atmosphere of the 
Saturn moon, Titan. 

© A spacecraft to be sent in 
1982 to rendezvous with and ex- 
amine Halley's Comet. 

@ A probe launched in 1985 to 
survey the 240-mile-thick asteroid 
Vesta and three smaller asteroids.

For a time it seemed possible that the 
Politburo. firmg President Podgorny for no

main effect of the new constitution will be 
on the small group in the Kremlin and not 
on the millions of Soviet subjects. 

So much for the organic law which, in 
the past. has seldom affected the practical 
workings of the courts. But Brezhnev has 
made his bow to human rights and the 
atmosphere of Eurocommunism by a public 
attack on the methods and the terrors of 
Stalin. And this cannot be discounted. For 
when constitutions are ground out like polit- 
ical platforms and have about as much ef- 
fect as the latter on the rights and equities 
of a government, the point of view of that 
government is important. If the Politburo 
has not ventured onto new ground in draw- 
ing up its constitution, neither has it drawn 
pack to the old Stalinist foxholes; if it has 
not encouraged Eurocommunism and the 
new efforts to secure human rights, neither 
has it (or at least Brezhnev, who now 
speaks for it, has not) discouraged them. 

Moscow has brought forth an anticlimax. 
But it has not gone back to the worst days 
of its past—in fact it has again renounced 
them. That. for what it proves to be worth, 
calls for a muted cheer. 


U.S. Births, Deaths and So Forth 


For every two marriages in the United 
States this year. there will be a divorce. The 
number of marriages is rising because of the 
increasing numbers of young people stepping 
across the threshold into adult life. But 
the number of divorces 15 rising a good deal 
faster. The statistics came pouring out of 
the computers at the National Center for 
Health Statistics. They are, in effect, the 
returns in a continuous referendum on at- 
titudes toward life in general and families 
in particular—matters much too private and 
delicate for any public vote. © 

Everybody knows that these ‘trends have 
been running for some time, but the speed 
of the change continues to be. astonishing. 
AS recently as the mid-1960s, there were 
almost four times as many matriages as 
divorces-every. year. In 1970, there were 
three times.as.many. Now the ratio is 
actually a shade under two to. one, Since 
the average divorced couple has one child, 
the number of Americans involved in di- 
vorces this year—wives, husbands and chil- 
dren—will- be closé to 3.5 million, That's 
twice the number of a decade ago. 

The most influential of all social statistics, 
the number of births, is moving the other 
way. The fertility rate in this country—the 
number of births for every thousand women 
of child-bearing age—reached its postwar 
peak of 123 just 20 years ago. Currently, 
it's fallen to 66. The girls who grew up in 
the big families of the last generation—the 
station-wagon families, they were called— 
have turned ty overwhelming numbers 
against the kind of lives their mothers Jed. 

The children of those big families. now 
old enough to vote, have brought with them 
into American political Hfe a sense of op- 
pressive physical crowding. It gets expressed 
in the diverse movements to protect the en- 


vironment, to limit economic growth. to hold 
down population and comserve resources, 
The solitary sports—hiking. mountaineering, 
running—have turned into growth industries 
for the equipment manufacturers, The 
United States can't really be called crowded. 
in comparison with most other industrial 
countries. The crowding is not a fact but 
a feeling, which makes it much more im- 
portant to public policy than any arith- 


metical computation of population per - 


square mile. 

As for death rates, there's a curious dis~ 
parity here. ‘The computer reports a steady 
drop in infant mortality. In the mid-1950s, 
about 26 babies died out of every 1,000 born. 
Now the deaths are down to 15, ἃ striking 
reduction. For the rest of the population, 
there's hardly been any change at all 
Twenty years ago the death rate was 9.3 per 
thousand, now it’s 8.9. A physician would 
be tempted to explain it by observing that. 
unlike the rest of us, a newborn infant has 
no bad habits and isn’t in a position to 
ignore his doctor’s advice. : 

The federal computers offer the statistics 
without comment. But, taken together. the 
numbers become sketches for a portrait. 
Economic necessity no longer holds families 
together. On the contrary. prosperity per~ 
mits Americans to pursne a new passion for 
privacy and separateness, even at a certain 
toll in loneliness. The American style of 
Uving pushes up the death rate for certain 
diseases. most notably heart diseases, as fast 
as medical progress can push down the rates 
for others. The only exception, the computer 
says, is that part of the population that is 
still too young to climb out of its crib and 
join the rest of us.

The New Soviet Constitution 


It simply confirms that instead of having 
marched for 60 years towards true Com- 
munism (85 defined by the founding fathers 
im the Communist Manifesto of 1848) and 
therefore towards the purest form of self- 
government. the Soviet Communist party has 
achieved no more than to substitute orie 
ruling class for another. 

The explicit message of the new draft is 


that instead of the Romanovs and their 
aristocracy, the people who now rule Russia 
are the leader of the Communist party (now 
Mr. Brezhnev) and his Communist comrades. 
This has been the case for 60 years because 
—as the Communist Manifesto also says, 
“The ruling ideas of each age have always 
been the ideas of its ruling class.” But the 
new draft constitution spells out the terms 
of the dictatorship of the party even more 
clearly than did Stalin's constitution of

The fund placed the gross in- 
debtedness of Eastern Europe, in- 
cluding the Soviet Union, at $29 
billion, up $7.4 billion during the 
year. But it noted that much 
of this represented self-liquidating 
trade financing or loans that are 
guaranteed or insured in the 
Jending countries. Both elements 
reduce the risk to banks. 

While the international, credit 
and interbank markets remain 
highly concentrated, the picture 
is now changing somewhat. The 
IMF reports that the principal 
oil-exporting countries have in- 
creased from a handful to about 
20 the number of banks with 
which they deposit surplus funds, 

{The flow of funds into bank 
deposits from members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries totaled $12 bil- 
lion last year, a 80-per-cent in- 
crease over 1975. This volume is 
Not expected to increase signif- 
feantly this year, Reuters re- 
ported, quoting the DMF.) 

But limits on these banks’ 
credit lines still make it difficult 
for smaller banks to expand their 
international lending activities, 
the fund says, While this situa- 
tion may not be the best for the 
honing of competition. ft does 
serve the interests of stability. the 
fund notes. 

The fund also analyzes what 
has been happening on the loan- 
loss front. where it finds some 
encouragement. The experience 
of U.S. commercial banks shows 
that the loss rate in international 
lending has been considerably 
better than for domestic lending. 

Tn addition, the IMP finds that 
international lending has proven 
highly profitable to commercial 
banks. The international earn- 
ings of the 13 iargest U.S. banks 
increased at an annual rate of 
about 36 per cent from 1970 to 
1975 and accotmted for close to 
half of total earnings in 1975. 

The fund finds that while 
bankers appear willing to con- 
tinue to finance their principal 
overseas customers, their attitudes 
appear to have herdened in 
regard to large-scale lending for 
balance-of-payments purposes to 
countries with persistent deficits. 

As a result, the report says. @ 
few unnamed countries may face 
not only a higher cost for funds 
and shorter maturities, but also 
lower levels of new-loan commit- 
ments than in the recent past.

March’s 51.2 bil- 
lion was the highest ever. 

New credit extended for all 
eavegories totaled $18.08 biltion, 
the board said. just slightly below 
the all-time high of 18.25 billion 
in Mareh. 

Consumers paid off $15.42 bil- 
lion in old debts in April, com- 
pared with the record 815.54 bi}- 
tion in March. 

The total of outstanding debt 

12.8 per cent above the April, 
1976 level. according to the 
board's statistics. 

New High Set 

The board said the net expan- 
sion of the large “all other” 
category. which includes most 
personal cash loans and a wide 
variety of nonautomotive goods 
credit, moved up to a new high 
of $1.08 billion im April.

Home improve- 
ment credit made a big gain, 
growing by 106 million, compared 
to $97 million in March.

Pravda Blames Tactics, Spirit 


For Soviet Soccer Failures 


MOSCOW, Jume ὃ \Reuters).— 
The Communist party newspaper, 
Pravda, today blamed the inter- 
national failures of Soviet soccer 
during the last two seasons on 
defensive tactics and “lack of 
fighting spirit.” 

In a review of the state of 
the game, the paper said that 
these faults had been responsible 
for the national squad's poor 
performance at the Montreal 
Olympics, where it finished third, 
and its elimination from next 
year's World Cup in Argentina. 

Ir was the first major com- 
ment to appear in Moscow on 
the Soviet Union's failure to 
qualify for the World Cup finals. 
The national team finished sec- 
ond behind Hungary m Group 
Nine of the European qualifying 


n° competition after losing to Greece 


in Salonika. 

This is the iurst time the So- 
viet Union has been eliminated 
before the finals, although it did 
not play in the 1974 champion- 
Ship in West Germany after re- 
fusing. for political reasons, to 
ΒΟ to Chile for ἃ playoff leg. 

Pravda suggested that a basic 
mistake was made in 1975 when 
Eievy Drnanw, a club. was made 
the national squad. Dynemo's 
tactics had been “far from pro- 
gressive,” Pravda said, and had 
been based only on winning at 


home and drawing im away 
matches, 

The club's tacties earned it 
defeat in the European Cup this 
year, when it wes knocked out 
by Borussia-Moenchengiadbach, 
and last year when it lost to 
St. Etienne, both times in the 
semi-finals, the newspaper said. 

“The players not only failed to 
perfect their technical skills but 
Siso gradually iost all fightine 
spint,” it added. Manager Valery 
Lebanovsky, who lost his job with 
the national squad after the 
Olympic defeat, had done nothing 
to stop this decline, the paper 
said. 

Pravda indicated that it placed 
no blame, on Nikita Simonyan, 
manacer since last September, for 
the faihtres of the last few 
months. 

Although Dynanio was no longer 
the national squad, Simonyan had 
been forced ta choose most of his 
team from the Eiey players be- 
cause few others had interna- 
tional experience, it said.
